Reports from Lac la Biche say that the In- 
dians there are in a very bad state — hungry 
and discontented. A 
received no treaty Money on account of their 
participation in the rebellion, and none of 
them receive any rations. Those who drew 
out of the treaty on the promise of receiving 
scrip are very impatieut at it not having vet 
been issued, while the half-breeds entitled to 
itare notin a much more pleasant frame of 
mind. The localfood supply is even more 
scanty than usual as almost nothing was 
raised in the way of crop owing to the ex- 
citement of last spring which prevented farm- 
ing Operations, or at least was made the pre- 
text for neglecting them, 
the loyal Indians of Whitefish lake find them- 
selves in the saine condition,except that they 
received their treaty money. To improve the 
matter no provision has been made for the 
families of the prisoners taken by the police 
at the time of the treaty payments, and this 
gives to the arrests an appearnce of especial 

ardship which is by no meens conciliatory 
in its effect. While it was no doubt right 
and proper to arrest the men it is anything 
but right to leave the families unprovided 
for. The number of Indians in the Lac la 
Biche country is not sufficiently large nor of 
a sufficiently warlike character to be a source 
of danger in themselves, but in the event of 
troubles in the south next spring the condi- 
tion of affairs this winter will cause a more 
or less active aympathy to exist among thein 
for whoever may be courageous enough to 
make head against the common enemy —the 
Goveresen’ or its representatives to the 
ian mind the white settlers.

To all to whom these presents may 
come, or whom the same may in anywise 
concern,—GREETING. 


HEREAS it is in and by the act of the 
Parliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-seventh year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled “ An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-Geieral of Indian Affairs 
may, when he considers it in the public in- 
terest to do so, prohibit by public notice to 
that effect, the sale, gift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
art thereof, or in the North-West Territo- 
ries or in any pars thereof, of ef fixed 
ammunition or ball cartridge; and every 
person whoafter such notice, without the per- 
mission in writing of the Superintendent 
General, sells or gives, ur, inany other man- 
ner conveys to any Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had ; 

Now Know YE that I, the said Right Hono- 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super- 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest so to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
gift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in any 
part thereof of any fixed ammunition or bail 
cartridge is hereby prone: and that ey- 
ery person who, after this notice, without 
the permission in writing of the Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs for the 
time being, sells or gives away, or in any 
other manner conveys to any Indian in the 
North-West territories of Canada, or in an 
part thereof, any fixed aimmunition or ball 
cartridge, willincur the penaltics provided 
by the said act.

Claims of Half-Breeds and Original White 
Settlers. Province of Manitoba, 
VV BarEAs, since the completiay of the 
allotment of the 1,400,000 acres of 
land set apart under the Manitoba Act to ex- 
tinguish the Indian title of the Children of 
the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the Province of Manitoba, on the 15th July 
1870, a large nuinber of additional claimante 
have come and some are still coming for- 
ward with the evidence necessary to prove 
that they are children of Half-Breed heads 
of families and were residents in the province 
of Manitoba at the date mentioned. 

And Whereas, the 1,400,000 acres set apart 
under the Manitoba Act as aforesaid have 
been exhausted by such allotment, and by 
Order in Council dated the 20th of April,1885 
it has been decided to extinguish such ad- 
ditional claims known as ** Supplementary 
Claims,” by an_ issue of $240.00 in scrip to 
each Half- Breed child entitled. 

Aud Whereas, by the Act 87 Vic., Cap. 20, 
the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the said Province on the date mentioned, 
and the * Original White Settlers,” and the 
children of such settlers, as defined in the 
said Act, are each entitled to receive scrip to 
to the extent of $160.00, 

And Whereas, His Excellency the Govern- 
or General in Council has deemed it expedi- 
ent to limit the time within which all claims 
of the nature above specified may be pre- 
sented ; therefore 

PUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that un- 
der the authority contained in the Order in 
Council above mentioned, bearing date the 
20th April, 1885, all claims under and by 
virtue of the provisions of the said order in 
Council, and the Act 87 Vic., Cap 20, to 
**Half-Breed " and ** Original White settlers” 
scrip that are not filed on or before the Ist 
day of May, 1886, with the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, togethe: with the necessary 
proof thereof,shall cease and determine.
